DOCTORS UNABLE TO AGREE 


Question Whether Brown Brtad It 


Superior to White Stltt Form* 


Subject for Argument. 


White bread was liald by experts, 


or by those who claim to be experts, to 
be much (superior to brown bread a 
few months ago, and we were told that 
the idea of eating graham bread or 
any bread containing part or all of the 
bran of wheat and other portions of 
the grain which arc taken out in the 
bolting process was old-fashioned and 
might lead to injury. 
Now come the 


medical inspectors of the French army, 
a group of very distinguished physi- 
cians and scientists, who say that 
bolting pushed bpsond a certain limit 
eliminates the useful element of flour 
in more' than one respect and does 
nothing, but improve the color of the 
bread. When white bread is used ex- j 
clusively they have found that the 
men eat and need more meat, but 
when the flour is only partially bolted 
and only the coarser particles of the 
bipn are removed the soldiers are in 
better health and they eat less meat 
which results in superior economy and 
efficiency at the same time. The meth- 
od of bolting flour was invented some 
centuries ago, and it seems about time 
that the relative values of white aad 
unbolted Hour were settled, but the 
doctors can no more agree about it 
than they can about the therapeutic 
value of alcohol.—New York Coinmer 
cial.

FOR AUTO TRAVEL 


On account of automobiles, espe- 


cially of the heavy type, getting stuck 
between Grand Raglda and Seneca 
Corners, due to the building of cul- 
vertg at the present time, within the 
last few days, it occurred to me that 
perhaps the traveling public would 
appreciate a little Information as to 
which road to go when traveling be- 
tween Grand Bapida and MarsbfleH; 
also those wishing- to go to Pittsville 
and back from these two larger 'ci- 
ties.

The main road between Grand Rap- 


Ids and Pittsville will be somewhat 
tore up. and under construction all 
summer, though the road will not be 
closed to nubile travel, and .anyone 
getting in trouble passing around a 
culvert under construction, will be 
cheerfully helped out by the County 
crew at the expense of the Highway 
Fund, but there is some risk to ati- 
tomobile travelers in taking a chance 
on roads under repair, and a few 
miles more or less, is more cheerful- 
ly made by an automobile owner than 
to get stuck in a, soft place. Conse- 
quently, I would recommend through 
our.local papersVthat the traveling 
public use other roads than the main 
road from Grand Kapids to Pittsville, 


The road tro'm Marshfield to Pitts- 


ville, by way of Klondike, will also 
be under repair from now on for al- 
most the rest of the season, so any- 
one passing between Pittsville and 
Marshfleld, I would recommend that 
the road around bjf the Insane Asy- 
lum be used. 


The road from the Yellow river 


bridge, running West one-half mile, 
between the Town of Lincoln and the 
town of Rock, is at present being ma- 
cadamized, and traffic on this road, 
will for a, period of ten days be en- 
tirely suspended. 


The matin /road between Grand 


Rapids and Babcock, via Cranraotw 
Station, is entirely closed up on. ac- 
count of a new bridge being under 
construction, across Cranberry Creek 
so anyone desiring to pass between 
Babcock and Grand Rapids must take 
the road leading out by Gayrior's and 
Arpin's marshes, which road lays 
further West than the main road.

State to Get Farm Fund. 


Governor McGovern gave formal as- 


sent of the state of Wisconsin to the 
Smith-Lever act which provides for 
co-operative 
agricultural 
extension 


work between the states and the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture. 
The assent authorizes the board of re- 
gents of the university to receive in- 
stallments aa they become due to the 
state before adjournment. 


The law makes available for the 


next nine fiscal years $23,120,000 of 
federal funds for Instruction and dem- 
onstrations in agriculture and home 
economics. To obtain this total sum 
states must appropriate for like pur- 
poses a total of |18,800,000, making a 
grand total of $41,920,000 to be ex- 
pended during the nine years. There- 
after the federal government is to ap- 
propriate $4,680,000 annually, and the 
states must appropriate $4,100,000 an- 
nually, making a total of $8,680,000. 


Wisconsin's share for the fiscal year 


1914-15 is $10,000, and it is to place 
the state in position to receive this 
amount from the federal government 
that Governor McGovern took the 
action. 


Plan Honor Convict Camp. 


Convict labor in building state roads 


is to be used in Wisconsin soon under 
the direction of the state board of con- 
trol. Two campa of prisoners are to 
be placed at work in an experimental 
way within the next month, one at 
Waupan and one at Taycneedah, near 
the woman's industrial home. 


The plan of the board is to put the 


prisoners wholly upon their honor. 
Each company will contain about 30 
and no guard will be placed over them, 
the superintendent to be a person se- 
lected by the highway commission to 
tiave charge of the engineering aspects 
of the work and the foreman to have 
general direction of the men. 


The work at Waupun is to be upon 


what is known as the Waupan-Chester 
road, a bad piece of highway where It 
is proposed to build a modern con- 
crete road. At Taycheedah the pris- 
oners are to be employed In doing the 
preliminary work, such as grading and 
getting the roadbed ready.

WELL FITTED FOR THE TASK 


Arthur P. Davle and Daniel H. Mead, 


Both Distinguished Engineer* Se- 


lected for Hit Aeeletinte— 


Start Soon for Orient 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington—In recant dispatches 


from Washington the plan of the 
Chinese government to reclaim thou- 
sands of square miles of drought and 
Rood lands was 'described In detail. 
Representatives of the Chinese gov- 
ernment conferred with representa- 
tives of tbe American Red Cross and 
as a result Hiss Mabel Boardman, 
head of tbe Red Cross la America, 
baa requested President Wilson to 
designate Lieut.-Col. William L. Sibert 
of the corps of engineers. United 
States army, as chairman of the engi- 
neering commission to go to China 
and to formulate a plan for the recla- 
mation of the vast land tracts 


Colonel Sibert -was tie builder of 


the Gatun dam, locks and spillway 
and the creator cf the Gatun lake of 
the Panama canal. 
His work wafl 


completed April 1, and since then he 
lias been in Washington awaiting or- 
ders. The work which will confront 
him in China will be as trying In its 
way, both climatically and In actual 
labor, as that In which he was en- 
gaged on the canal zone 


A part of the story of the work to be 


done In China has been told In the 
public prints. In one flooding of the 
country in the district to be reclaimed 
1,000,000 Chinese lost their lives. The 
Buffering that ensued among the living 
was fearful. 
The Red Cross spent 


hundreds of thousand of dollars in re- 
lief work in this Chinese section which 
eo frequently was desolated. 
The 


oriental government I* arranging with 
foreign bankers, said to be American 
for the most part, for the loan of mil- 
lions of dollars with which to com' 
plete the project of reclamation. 


Fitted for the Task. 


Congress by a concurrent resolu 


tion authorized tbe president to grant 
a leave of absence to an engineer of- 
ficer of the army and to loan the serv- 
ices of the designated officer to the 
Chinese government. 
The Chinese 


authorities and the officers of the Red 
Cross fixed upon Colonel Sibert as the 
man whose experience and record 
best fitted him for the work and so 
the president has been asked to name 
this army officer for tbe Chinese work 


Associated with Colonel Sibert will 


be two other great engineers, Arthur 
P. Davis, phlef engineer of the recta 
matlon service of the United States 
government, and Daniel W. Mead of 
the University of Wisconsin. The com 
mission will leave soon for China with 
a force of surveyors and assistant 
engineers and will spend five months 
in laying plans to prosecute one of 
the greatest engineering works of the 
ages. 


As soon as Colonel Sibert had com 


pleted his work in Panama and his 
duties as a member of the isthmian 
canal commission were ended, he vol 
unteered for work in the field In Mex 
Ico, but the engineering $sitlons with 
the projected first army of invasion 
had been fllled by detail, uiid as 
there seemed to be no prospect that 
any army from the north was to be 
sent into the field, Colonel Sibert 
flnally consented to go to China. 


Men Who Will Help Him. 


Arthur P Davis, chief engineer of 


the government's reclamation service, 
is from Illinois. He was born in Dcca- 
tur In 1861. He has been connected 
with many great engineering projects. 
He conducted surveys and explora- 
tion's some years ago in Arizona, New 
Mexico and California and was in 
charge of the hydrographic examina- 
tions of the Nlcaraguan and Panama 
canal routes. 


Daniel W Mead is now professor of 


hydraulic engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 
He lived In Illi- 


nois for a great many years, at one 
time being city engineer of Rockford. 
He has built water works for seven 
or eight of tbe largest cities of the 
United States, and after the floods of 
last year "he was employed by the 
state of Ohio to work on a plan for 
the prevention of future disasters. 
Mr. Mead has been consulting engi- 
neer of hydraulic works and power 
plants for a good many years. He Is 
a member of the principal engineer- 
ing societies of the world. 


New Home for Women's Club. 
The corner stone of the new club 


house for the Congressional Club of 
Women has just been put in place 
Champ Clark, speaker of the house of 
representatives, made the principal ad- 
dress. His \vife has been one of the 
moving spirits in the club for a good 
many years. 


The club house was made possible 


by a deed of gift of land from Mrs. 
John B Henderson, widow of the for- 
mer Republican senator from Mis- 
souri 
The new structure will stand 


at New Hampshire avenue and U 
street and also virtually on Sixteenth 
street, sometimes called the Avenue 
of the Presidents. It Is a command- 
Ing site and it is understood that the 
building will be worthy of its location 
and ita purposes.

Committee for Canal Opening. 


President Wilson has Just Issued! 


an executive order "to create hi 
committee to formally and 
offtcl-j 


ally open the Panama canal." Thlsl 
order of the president la all that is) 
necessary, in connection with a re-j 
cent appropriation by congress, to 
start the work of preparation for th« 
great celebration in January next of 
the opening of the Isthmian, waterway 
to the commerce of the world. 


In the president's order occurs} 


this: 


"The committee shall be known andj 


referred to as the committee for thej 
formal and official opening of tbe Pan-* 
ania canal. 
It shall have a chairman^ 


and a vice-chairman, who shall per-i 
form its duties under the direction! 
of the governor of the Panama canalj 
Tbe persons named below are hereby! 
appointed members of this committee:' 
Col. George W. Goothals, United! 
Stales army; Hon. Richard L. Met- 
calfe, Gen. William C. Gorgas, United 
States arm}; Col. H. F. Hodges. 
United States army; Lieut. Col, Wil- 
liam L Sibert, United States army^ 
Civil 
Engineer 
H. 
II. 
Rousseau* 


United States navy. Col. Georgo W. 
Goethals, now governor of the canal,, 
shall be chairman of this committee, 
and Hon. Richard L. Metcalte shall 
be vice-chairman. 


It will be noted by a glance at the 


names cf the members of the com- 
mittee that each man named was a 
member of the Isthmian canal commis- 
sion. 
It was Intended when the com- 


mission was abolished by law on April 
1 to name the members at once as » 
committee of preparation for the cel- 
ebration, but there were obstacles la 
the way, and so the plan has Just 
been put into effect. 


Pay for the Members. 


Tho jiembera of tbe committee are 


to receive salaries at tbo rate of $10,- 
000 a year from April 1, 1914, to 
December 31, 1914, Inclusive, and such 
necesbary traveling and living ex- 
penses when on duty connected with 
the work as may be approved by the- 
secretary oJ war. 


As a matter of fact, only one mem- 


ber of the committee will draw full 
salary, for there is a special provi- 
sion in the law that the salaries as 
:ixed shall Include any salaries which 
members of the committee may now 
be drawing from tbe government. 
Colonels Goelhuls and Hodges and 
Civil Engineer Rousseau, who are still 
connected with work in Panama, and 
are drawing $10,000 a year each, will 
not get a cent of pay for tbe work 
on the committee. 
General Uorgas, 


who Is the surgeon general of the 
United States army, will draw only 
tho difference between bis present 
army pay and the amount fixed as hi* 
compensation as a committeeman. 
Colonel Sibert is going to China for 
five months to formulate a reclama- 
tion plan for the Chinese government, 
and as bis army pay stops while b» 
is on this trip, the Chinese govern- 
ment giving him his compensation, 
he will get no salary at all except for 
a month or two after he returns from 
his preliminary work In China. Rich- 
ard L. Metcalfe, the only civilian mem- 
ber of the committee, will draw full 
pay, which Is pay for nine months at 
the rate of $10,000 a year. 


In a few days the members of the 


committee will prepare invitations to 
all tbe nations of the world to be 
represented at the celebration In hon- 
or of tbe canal opening. 


Sentiment Enters In, 


The appointment of this committee 


of arrangements is to some extent a. 
matter of sentiment. 
Its members, 


with one exception, spent seven years 
working on the Isthmus under pres- 
sure to get the great work completed 
as soon as possible. 
When the IstU- 


mian canal commission was abolished 
in April three of the members left 
the isthmus to take Up their ordi- 
nary work in life. 
The other mem-, 


bers wero held there to help complete* 
the plans tor the operation of tbe 
canal. It was felt by congress and by 
the administration that it would \ia 
unjust to these commissioners who, 
bad worked so hard on tbe great- 
canal project if they were cot allowed', 
to be present at the opening of tho 
canal In some official capacity. More- 
over, It was felt that they were best 
fitted to make the preparations for 
the opening.
